One day a cook of a Euro­ 
pean went to th e bazaar and after th e 
usual h aggling fixed th e price of some 
meat at 12 krans for th irteen pounds. 
‘But,’ said th e cook, ‘y ou’ve got y our 
th umb on th e scales.’ 
’Did y ou th ink,’ 
retorted th e butch er, ‘th at I would 
give y ou meat at th irteen pounds for 
12 krans unless I kept my th umb on 
th e scales?’ 
We h ad a neigh bor wh o 
was considered a fairly respectable 
man wh ose sole business was tbe forg­ 
ing of seals. 
“But th e fact is th at every class, 
from th e h igh est to th e lowest, Is 
th orough ly permeated by th e leaven of 
dish onesty . 
A Moh ammedan assured 
me th at truth speaking and h onesty 
h ad noth ing to do with religion, but 
were purely a m atter of climate. 
’In 
th at case,’ said I. ‘th e people of Persia 
ough t to « peak th e truth very well, for 
one of tbe Greek h istorians wh o lived 
before th e Moh ammedan era declared 
th at th e Persians were famous for 
speaking th e truth .*

How to Make One In a Brook or R an- 
nlnjs Stream. 
Th e brook or running stream of 
natural outdoor water gives a variety 
of ch ances for th e uian wh o wish es to 
live h is life arigh t. 
Th e brook can 
be converted, with out being diverted, 
into a swimming pool for boy s by 
building a dam at th e i>oiut wh ere th e 
bunk" do a little extra sh elving and 
tend to form a natural basin. Th e bot­ 
tom sh ould be spaded out and made 
more of a reservoir in its capacity and 
sh ape. Th e dam itself can be made by 
a family of boy s at th e cost of th e 
lumber and nails Involved. 
Th e ern 
bankmeh ts are sodded. 
Th e sides of 
th e spillway are made of wooden posts 
driven into th e ground and boarded 
up. 
Th is makes a box up affair, or 
rath er two boxes, one on each side of 
th e stream. 
Th ose boxes are filled 
with sund, rocks and sods to make a 
solid cubic piece of resistance. 
Th e 
sodded embankments ran across th e 
valley or depression of th e brook h ol­ 
low to th e h igh er ground. 
By means 
of a lever—a pole (play ing into a 
wooden jawed socket and weigh ted 
with a rock or pieces of iron)—th e 
water gate can be opened against a 
strong h eadway of water. 
Tbe water 
flows over th e top of th e spillway 
wh en it is closed, and by raising th e 
gate th e pond can be emptied or re­ 
duced to th e normal level of th e brook.

Francis Pemb erton (1025-97) was Im­ 
prisoned in the Fleet for deb ts con­ 
tracted during a period of youthful ex­ 
travagance.
